"It would be unthinkable that the 
administration could refuse the tax 
burden if the treasury is 
obligated 
to pay from three to five billion dol­ 
lars" he said. 
Harding, 
declared 
that he would be ashamed of the Re­ 
public if it 
failed in its 
duties to 
those who fought to 
save it, 
but 
warned that immediate action on this 
"menacing effort to expend billions 
in gratuities will 
emperil all capa 
city to discharge our first obligations 
to those whom we must 
not fail to 
aid. 


Recalled War Risk

He recited the huge 
expenditures 
nlready made through the War Risk 
Insurance uBreau for disabled sol­ 
diers and promised more at an aus­ 
picious time. 


Three things are 
essential for a

President Harding decided the mes­ 
sage would relate only to the Bonus 
Bill, although the President desired 
to include the Norn's Bill creating a 
farm 
financial export 
corporation, 
but was disuaded. 


The message is to be delivered to 
the Senate only today as the Bonus 
Bill is not up before the House.

it had Harding would have included 
a general appeal to speed up taxa­ 
tion and tariff 
measures in 
both 
houses.

FRESH MUSHROOMS UP TO DATE.

Stuffed 
Mush­ 
rooms—Take the 
even sized mushrooms, remove the 
stems, pocl the caps and lill a mush­ 
room' cap with chopped chicken, beef 
tongue, truffles anil cream, either of 
the meats or both. Ilntter a pan and 
set the stuffed mushrooms therein; 
cover with a mushroom of the siinie 
size, add a little lemon juice, a dash 
of orange juice and cover, then cook 
in a slow oven for 12 minutes. Serve 
on toast. To the juice in the pan add 
a little meat glace, a pfncli of minced 
parsley, und pour over the mush­ 
rooms. 


Mushrooms Eugenie.—Chop one-half 
pound of fresh 
peeled mushrooms; 
put into a saucepan with two table- 
spoonfuls of butter and let them stew 
over a slow fire; the stems from half 
a pound of mushrooms may he used 
economically, usln£ the caps by sniire- 
ing them In butter, and dfsh them up 
on squares of bread fried In butter. 
To the chopped mushrooms now add 
one-fourth cupful of white sauce and 
one-half ctfpful cream; season with 
salt, paprica, and pour around the 
mushrooms. 


Mushrooms Manhattan.—Cut six or 
eight good-sized mushrooms in squares 
and cook them In butter; add three 
ounces of well cleaned oyster crabs-; 
when nearly cooked add a quarter of 
n cup of white sauce, a dash of fruit 
Juice and the yolks of two eggs; 
season highly and put a tablespoon- 
ful of mixture into china ramekins 
and fill with the following: 
To a 
pint of puree of mushrooms add the 
whites of three eggs whipped to a 
stiff froth. Cook six to eight minutes 
In a moderate oven. To prepare the 
mushrooms chop them, cook in but­ 
ter, add cream, add egg to bind, sea­ 
son to taste. 


Jelliade.—Dissolve two glasses of 
jelly in three pints of boiling water; 
when cold add the juice of a lemon 
and sugar, if needed.

It is, therefore, advisable that intending voters should 
ascertain by personal inquiry on or before these dates 
whether they have been enrolled or not, and in the event 
lhat their name does not appear on the assessor's list 
they should request an enrollment certificate from the 
assessor and see that it has been made of record by the 
assessor before the time has expired. 


While it is the duty of the assessor to register each 
and every voter residing within his precinct, and without

but in case there are any omissions it should not be 
charged as the fault of the assessor, as the law indicates 
that it is the duty of every voter to see that they have been 
properly enrolled, and on that account this notice is being 
published. 


The ;!s-es-:..r will cheerfully assist in correcting any 
errors that may appear upon his records, as the burden 
rests upon each voter to see that their right of franchise 
has not been lost on account of not being properly regis­ 
tered.

PAY IS PLAN OF I 
I T U DUKE 


By H E N R Y WOOD. 
(United Press 
Staff Correspondent.) 


Rome, (By Mail.)—The Duke of the 
Abhruzzi i:; again putting his person­ 
al services at the disposition of the 
crown in a serious effort to develop 
Italy's colony 
of Somaliland, 
down 
near the Red Sea. 


He has already been there sevcrat 
months and Italy is now beginning to 
receive some of the fruits of his ef­ 
fort.;. 


Up to the present time, Italy's col­ 
onies have been much more of a lia­ 
bility to her than a dividend-paying 
asset. 
They 
consist "principally 
of 
Tripoli and Cirenaica in the northern 
part of Africa and Erytrea and Ital­ 
ian Somaliland in the eastern part. 
None 
of them have ever 
reached a 
point of development to render them 
an important factor in Italy's econom­ 
ic life, as is the case with the colon­ 


ies, of nearly all the other European 
countries. 


This situation Italy is now trying 
to remedy and the Duke of the Ab- 
bruzzi's expedition into Somaliland is 
one of the first steps in that direction. 
He is putting into the task all of the 
scientific knowledge as well as patri­ 
otic zeal that characterized his polar 
voyages and his other undertakings 
on behalf of Italy. 


He will remain 
in the 
Somaliland 
until October, when he expects to be 
able to render the government a com­ 
plete record on the economic possibili­ 
ties of the colony. 
One of his prin­ 
cipal tasks is the supervising of the 
work already under way for render­ 
ing navigable 
the Ubci Scbeli 
river 
for its entire length. 
This will then 
serve as the means of transportation 
hecessary for the material for putting 
large tracts of the colony under cul­ 
tivation. 


Huge quantities of agricultural ma­ 
chinery and other material have al­ 
ready reached Mogaiscio. 
This is be­ 
ing distributed over the colony as fast 
'is means of transportation can be de­ 
veloped. 


Aside from about sixty white work­ 
men whom he has with him, the Duke 
'jf the Abbruzzi is depending exclu­ 
sively on indigenous labor for carry­ 
ing out .the various projects to place 
the 
territory under 
cultivation ami 
render it an asset to Italy's national 
life.
